CHIEF JUSTICE 
PHILANDER CHASE KNOX, 


Upon President-elect -Ta.lt will de- 


volve tlie d-'-.ty of appointing a Chief 
Justice and several Associate Justices 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and the McKeesport 
News 


nominates Philander Chase Knox for 
the former position. 


The suggestion will meet with gen- 


eral approval. The robe of the Chief 
STustlce could not fall upon more fit- 
ting shoulders, 
lu public as In pri- 


-vato IHe, Sonaior Knox h-as always 
done his duty thoroughly, suucessfiil- 
ly, satisfactorily. 


Aa Attorney General of tho L'nlted 


States he breathed tho breath of life 
into the Shorroan Act, theretofore- 
thought to bo dead, and roado it an 
active Instrument of corporate regula-. 
tlon while Congress was wondering 
how to successfully exercise Its power 
to- "regulate commerce;".he prepared 
the title papers for the purchase of 
the Panama C;uuil, involving tbo un- 
tangling of bewildering intricacies of 
International law; he established a 
new principle of employers' liability; 
and, more than any other modern ad- 
vocate, he left his impress upon the 
decisions of tho highest legal tribunal 
in the land. 


A3 a Senator, his expositions of na- 


tional questions are always illuminat- 
ing. 
He never falls to command the 


close attention of tho Senate and the 
'country when he speaks. 
He . is 
a 


•partisan, but never a bigot. 
In the 


. discussion of matters of. state ho Is 
impartial as well as lucid. Ho argues 
not as a lawyer with a brie;! for one 
Bide, but as a judge who presents both 
sides and weighs them in the scales 
of Justice with, a view to arriving at 
the right. His partisanship is never 
permitted to muddy tho pure stream 
of his patriotism. Above his party is 
always his country. 
Hence it Is that 


his utterances on Important questions 
have always boon listened to by his 
lellow-Senators and his fellow-citizens 
usually with conviction, and always 
-with respect. 


His temper is manifestly, even strik- 


ingly, judicial; bis grasp of questions 
quick and comprehensive; his knowl- 
edge of tho law thorough and pro- 
found, and, what is quite as import- 
ant, based upon, the rock of tho Con- 
stitution. A lepal light upon any oili- 
er foundation is one built upon the 
shiftlni; sands of error, one which 
must eventually prove a false beaeon 
luring ':he country to disaster and pos- 
sibly in doom. 


Thero may be some who will object 


to the appointment of Senator Kuox 
to the Supremo Bench oa tho -score 
that he was once an attorney for cor- 
porations. 
These' people will argue 


that onco a corporation attorney al- 
ways- a corporation attorney. 
They 


are composed largely of those whose 
•views of justice are tainted with their 
individual interests1, who believe that 
the Constitution was made- 1'or thorn 
and not for the paoplo; who are un- 
able or unwilling to remember that 
there is nothing in Senator Kuox's 
public Ilfo, particularly where his of- 
ficial acts have had to do with special 
Interests, notably with tho Interests 
of labo.:, to prove anything but his
